Critics Advise GCS 
On New MeatService 

Ideas for additional improve¬ 
ments to the self-service meat de¬ 
partment in the new Co-op super¬ 
market accounted for a major por¬ 
tion of the discussion at the Food 
Store Advisory Committee meeting - 
held in the GCS office Wednesday 
evening, January 5. 

There is some demand for small 
quantities of various meats, it was 
felt, and attention to having smaller 
packages on hand was suggested. 
Small slabs of bacon were among 
the items requested. 

The store management agreed to 
look into the possibility of obtain¬ 
ing small size frozen shrimp which 
might be sold at an economy price. 

Special Service 

Cards describing cuts of meat 
and demonstrations of meat prepa¬ 
ration were other suggestions. A 
sign indicating where a customer 
could obtain personal service, and 
a small extra charge for certain 
special services were also proposed. 

Additional convenience scales for 
customers in the produce depart¬ 
ment were suggested, and there 
was some discussion of certain 
products carried in the store. 

Extra Quality Items 

Management mentioned arrange¬ 
ments that have been completed to 
bring fresh ‘‘home made cakes 
from Hanover, Pa., regularly. 
Maryland farm eggs and poultry 
are other special quality products 
now being brought directly to, the 
supermarket. 

Store manager James Mathers 
reported that the business volume 
continued to increase, with Friday, 
December 31 topping all previous 
sales for the day. 


GCS Is 4th Largest 
Urban Cooperative 

In eight years Greenbelt Con¬ 
sumer Services has grown to be one 
of the nation’s largest urban coop¬ 
eratives. Only four urban co-ops 
had greater sales than GCS in 1947, 
according to a Bureau of Labor 
Statistics tabulation of leading 
consumer cooperatives. The table 
is part of an article on co-op opera¬ 
tion in 1947, appearing in the Nov¬ 
ember 1948 issue of the Monthly 
Labor Review. 

All Time High 

The article points out that in 
1947 the consumer cooperative 
movement in the United States 
reached an alltime high in member¬ 
ship and business, with the total 
sales of retail cooperatives passing 
the billion dollar mark. The com¬ 
bined increases in store volume ex¬ 
ceeded those of any previous year. 

Operating, results, however, were 
less satisfactory than in previous 
years, with over a fourth of the co¬ 
op stores showing a loss on the 
year’s operations. 

4,000 Retail Co-ops 

There were about 4,000 retail co¬ 
operative associations in the United 
States in 1947, with membership to¬ 
taling about 2,200,000 individuals. In 
addition, there were over three mil¬ 
lion members of credit unions, two 
million members of electric light 
and power co-ops, and another mil¬ 
lion members of service and other 
cooperatives. 

Of the 13 cooperatives listed in 
the table of leading urban co-ops, 
four are located in the Potomac 
area—GCS, Rochdale Cooperative 

of Washington, Group Health As¬ 
sociation, and the Shipbuilders Co¬ 
operative of Newport News.

climax to long-term endeavors of 
local religious groups to obtain 
property from PHA for erection of 
church buildings. There have nev¬ 
er been churches or provision for 
church sites in Greenbelt. Local 
churches have been using the 
school and theater buildings for re¬ 
ligious services. 

Began in ’47 

Leaders of the groups have been 
attempting to negotiate a transac¬ 
tion since February 1947. First ac¬ 
tive encouragement the project re¬ 
ceived was in March 1948, when the 
PHA area director stated that sales 
prices were being established for 
the sites previously selected by the 
churches. 

Meanwhile, leaders of seven 
church groups formed the Green¬ 
belt Inter-Faith Committee, which 
took over the negotiations in Sep¬ 
tember, 1948. The following month 
brought an unexpected snag, when 
PHA lawyers announced that a Su¬ 
preme Court decision made it im¬ 
possible for the Federal Govern¬ 
ment “to sell or grant at reduced 
price to a church property pur¬ 
chased with tax monies”; and that 
according to law, PHA must ad¬ 
vertise the land for public sale, put¬ 
ting church groups at a disadvan¬ 
tage by bidding against other 
groups, who could afford to pay a 
higher price. 

Sites Zoned 

However, PHA met the first ob¬ 
jection by advertising the property 
for public sale, while the Greenbelt 
Town Council on October 21 zoned 
the seven Greenbelt sites for church 
use only, to preclude other inter¬ 
ests from bidding on the property. 

In November, PHA authorities 
announced that appraisals were be¬ 
ing made and .that a sale would 
soon be announced. Early in De¬ 
cember. advertisements appeared in 
Washington and local papers of six 
tracts of land in Greenbelt for sale, 
for “semi-public” purposes. Five 
of the groups submitted bids, wh ; ch 
were accepted on Monday of this 
week. 

Sites and accepted bid prices are 
as follows: Site 1, 3.35 acres. $4500, 
to St. Hugh’s Catholic Church; 
Site 2. 2.55 acres, $4500, to the 
Greenbelt Community Church; Site 
3, 3.20 acres, $1800, Mowatt Me¬ 
morial Methodist Church; Site 4, 
3.13 acres. $3,000, Greenbelt Luth¬ 
eran Church; and Site 5, .79 acres, 
$1000, Jewish Community Center. 

The groups must now arrange, 
with : n 30 days from the day of ac¬ 
ceptance, to pay the balance of the 
price, upon which a 10% “good 
faith” deposit was made at the time 
of the bid.
